term. If all the parties you name have 
nominated 
candidates for the same 


term, and a voter place a cross mark 
in tho circle at ihe head of two differ- 
ent tickets, his vote will rot count for 
any one of the candidates, r.br would 
his vote count for any of such candid- 
ates if he place a cross mark in- the 
circle over one ticket and a cross mark 
before the name of each candidate on 
another ticket. 


If one party has nominated three 


candidates for the two year term' and 
another party has nominated three 
candidates for the four year term, and 
the voter place a cross mark in the 
circle at the head of each of such par- 
ty tickets, his vote will coui't for al! 
of the candidates on each of said tick- 
ets so inaiked. Or, if the voter piaco a 
cross mark in the circle over one of 
such tickets and then place a cross 
mark at the left of the name of each of 
the candidates on another ticket, hU 
vote should be counted for the candid 
ates on both the tickets so marked. 


Where there are three tickets, and 


the candidates on one ticket are for 
the two year term and on each of the

term, then the only safe course for i'
